LORD RANDOLPH OHUROHILL’S SUDDEN 
CHANGE OF FRONT. 


An Ardent Supporter of the Tory Gov- 
ernment— Chamberiain’s Birmingbam 
Speech—Davitt’s American Visit—Editor 
O’Brien Adjudged Guilty and Sentenced 
to Three Months’ Imprisonment—The 
Expulsion of the French Princes 
Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, September %.—Lord Randolph 
Churchill has entirely disappointed the ex- 
pectations that were raised by his attitude 
while Parliament was sitting. It is always his 
habit to play violent parts. Nowhe outdoes 
the most sanguine supporters of tune 
Government in eulogizing its policy and 
prophecying its success. The extinction of the 
National League is with Lord Randolph only a 
matter oftime. Allhe seems to think neces- 
sary isto give the Government a free hand. 
This is in total contradiction with everything 
be said during the session, but that is no new 
discovery in connection with so light-headed a 
demagogue as he. 

CHAMBERLAIN’S SPEECH 
tothe Radical Union of Birmingham was an- 
other surprise. It was in the worst possible 
temper. Chamberlain was greatly aggravated 
by the overwhelming vote of the Birmingham 
Liberal Association, once completely under 
his thumb. In place of condemning the 
Mitchellstown police, Chamberiain praises the 
police without stint and declares, in flat op- 
position to his vote on the proclamation 
of the League, that the Government 
is doing the work well and must be suppor ted. 
This simply is an illustration of Chamberlain's 
usual unreliability. During the last fortnight 
of the session he was getting back into some- 
thing like his old relation with Gladstone. As 
an old friend of Chamberlain’s told me the 
other day, the real offense is that Gladstone 
continues to live. If, he said, Gladstone 
were to die to-morrow, Chamberlain’s home 
rule scheme would appear in the papers the 
day after.’’ 
DAVITTT’S AMERICAN VISI® 

The Times’ Dublin correspondent says the 
visit of Davitt to America has forits main ob- 
ject the healing of the breach caused by 
O’Brien’s attitude towards Dr. McGlynn and 
Henry George. The American subscriptions 
to the League are,’’ he adds, ‘‘seriously fall- 
ing off, and Davitt accordingly is going on a 
whipping-up crusade.’’ This is in direct con- 
tradiction with Davitt’s own statement. If 
the Mitchelistown Court is in the least degree 
impartial, O’Brien will probably be acquitted. 
as the evidence of the police is entirely broken 
down. 

MURDEROUS ADVICE. 

Itisasign of the times that Lord Newton, a 
prominent Unionist Peer and old official, 
recommended that the police should aim, not 
atthe Irish mobs, but at their promoters in 
carriages, such as Labouchere. This advice is 
backed by a Tory member who recommends 
the shooting of Labouchere.

O’BRIEN GUILTY. 


The Irish Editor Sentenced to Three Months’ 
Imprisonment. 


Cork, September 24.—The trial of Mr. Will- 
iam O’Brien, under the crimes act, which was 
commenced at Mitchellstown yesterday, was 
concluded to-day. The accused was found 
guilty and sentenced to three months’ im- 
prisonment. Notice of appeal from the judg- 
ment of the court was given. 

TO-DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 

At the opening of the trial to-day Mr. Oar- 
son, counsel for the Crown, complained to 
the Judge that Dr. Tanner, a Member of 
Parliament, had yesterday within the court, 
called him a mean, rufflanly coward, and had 
expressed the hope that his head might be 
broken. The court madea note ofthe com- 
plaint. Mr. O’Brien, replying to the charge 
made ot his having used seditious language 
in a public address, declared that the Court 
was not competent to try him because it was 
foreign in its composition to the requirements 
of the British Constitution. At this point the 
Judge stopped Mr. O’Brien, saying the discus- 
sion would not be allowed in the proceedings. 
Mr. O’Brien thereupon declared that he was 
a chosen representative of the Irish people 
and would advocate free speech. The Court 
again stopped him. 

O’BRIEN’S SPEECH OF DEFENSE. 

Mr. O’Brien, in his speech of defense, said 
the Crown was gullty of having suppressed 
evidence favorable to him. The Crown had 
withheld, for instance, the notes made by the 
head Constable of the defendant's speech. 
In these notes, he said, was ro- 
corded his statement that the Irish party 
would give the land dill fair play. 
Contiffuing, Mr. O’Brien justified his defense 
of the Kingstown tenants on the ground that 
the evictions against them were commenced 
just on the eve of the passage of the land bill, 
and thus an attempt was made to defraud 
the poor, wretched tenants of the benefits of 
the measure. He admitted that he advised the 
tenants not to give up without resistance and 
that he had declared that before God and 
man, they were justified in defending their 
hom

The streets of the city to-day begin to show 
the effects of the influx of strangers. During 
the past two weeks the advance guard of the 
vast army of visitors who will arrive 
next weet has bern coming in, but 
the perceptible addition to the regular 
population was strongly noticeable to-day.

JUSTICE’ MILLER TO MOVE THE MONEY- 
WHEEL IN THE MARSHAL’S OFFICE. 


One of Two Courses Can Be Taken by the 
Presiding Judge—The Frebable Outcome 
om Monday-—A Rare Prosecution of a 
Roustabout and the EResult—Creditors of 
the Kehlor Milliag Company Secking 
Facts and Figures. 


The arrival of Mr. Justice Miller ot the 
United States Supreme Court on Monday 
morning is awaited with more than ordinary 
interest in Federal Court elreles at this time. 
The death of United States Marshal 
Cousins’ during the ecourt’s vacation has 
left matters in the Marshal’s department 
finaneially only at a standstill. Misa Phebe 
Couzins, the chief deputy, has no authortty to 
draw warrants pending the appointment of a 
successor, unless the presiding Justice of the 
clroult expressly clothes her with that power. 
There is a precedent under the statute for that 
course, but he has another, that of ap- 
pointing a Marshal ad interim and at 
the Custom-house there is some curiosity to 
know exactly what will be done or who will 
assume the reins of the office under the action 
of Mr, Justice Miller, Itis scarcely probable 
that the President will make the appointment 
until he has had an opportunity of consulting 
with the party leaders out West on his coming 
tour. The presiding Justice, it is 
understood, has no desire to diaturb the exist- 
ing personne] of the office and it would appear 
that for the present things will remain as they 
are, authority being given to the chief deputy 
to attend to financial affairs pro tem,

A Mariner’s Desertion. 


Andrew Brookes, a colored roustabout on 
the steamer Pittsburg, plying between this 
portand St, Paul, was before United States 
Commissioner Crawford to-day at the Cuatom- 


house on an adjourned hearing to answer a 
charge of desertion under the mariner’s statute 
section 4596,which is comparatively unknown. 
It provides thatany mariner under contract 
foratrip who shail desert the boat before it 
reaches its destination shall be liable to pros- 
ecution, and if the charge is sustained the 
maximum punishment is imprisonment for 
three months and a ferfeiture of his 
wages and clothes aboard. The Dia- 
mond Jo and other northern lines 
have experienced some difficulty thig season 
with roustabouts who would ship for a trip 
and leave the boat in the lurch half way up or 
down stream. It was therefore determined to 
make an example in the case of Brookes, who 
left the Pittsburg at Davenport on its way up 
to St. Paul. 

The examination this morning by United 

States District- Attorney Knapp, however, de- 
veloped a snag, for which the boat's officers 
were responsible, and which was fatal to the 
prosecution in this particular case. It ap- 
peared that the contract for service was not 
signed by the roustabout until the boat had 
reached Alton, whereas section 4520 expressly 
provides that the contract must be written 
and signed before the boat leaves port. 
Under these circumstances there was noth - 
ing leit for United States Commissioner Craw- 
ford but to discharge the roustabout and dis- 
miss the proceeding. The river men will be 
better poated in future, and the next prosecu- 
tion will probably stick.

Sir H. Thompson’s object isto impress upon 
his fellow-man the fact, that, living in the 
artificial condition of civiligation, he must ac- 
commodate his diet to his age and condition 
of life. The young can dispose of far more 
food than the aged, or even middle-aged, a 
theory which has usually been observed in 
direct inverse ratio to the law laid down by 
our author. He regards the subject as one of 
nothing less than vital importance, as the 
result of his observation and experience 
leads him to the decision that more than 
one-half of the disease which embitters the 
middie and latter part of life among the mid- 
dle and upper classes of the population is due 
to avoidable errors in diet. * while for 
not a few sucd, disease shortens life consider- 
ably. 

From the careful specification of two only 
of the three classes of society we are left to 
infer that the poverty cf the third saves them 
from the evils of disease and death darkly 
outlined by our author. If so, it would be 
well tor us all tobe poor. But our physician 
goeson to show us how by regulating our 
diet and moderating our desires, we may pro- 
jong our life and enjoy good health even in 
the fated upper classes till old age claims its 
righteous prize. 

While deprecating the use of a strictly 
vegetarian diet, the author opines that we 
might advantageously combine vegetarian 
principles and common sense in our dietary, 
But his main principle is that while over-eating 
is at all times unwise, it is at least to 
gome extent rational while we are young, with 
vigorous and healthy powers. But over-eat- 
ing iscrimefor the middle-aged and suicide 
to the aged. His theory is that the system can 
only absorb a certain and (compared with 
what we absorb) small amount of food, and 
the surplus fund of nutrient material unused 
is stored up in some form.“ 

When a certain amount has been thus dis- 
posed of, the capacity for storage, varying

As more and more fat is 
deposited in the system and among the vital 
organs, the liver enlarges, becomes degen- 
erated by fatty tissue, and the human Stras- 
burg goose becomes ‘‘invalid in body, un- 
happy in temper and decrepit in regard to 
mental power.’’ 

But some constitutions appear to be wjthout 
the power of storing fat, however rich the 
diet or inactive their habits may be. When, 
therefore, this process cannot take place, 
and in many instances, also, when it is 
inaction, the over-supply of nutritious ele- 
ments ingested must go somewhere, more or 
less directly to produce disease in some other 
form, probably at first interfering with the 
action of the liver, and next appearing as gout 
or rheumatisin, or as the cause of fluxes and 
obstructions of various kinds. Thus recurring 
attacks of gout perform the same duty, or 
nearly so, at this period of life that the billous 
attacks accomplished in yonth, only the 
former process is far more dangerous to the 
constitution and materially injures it.

The Vandalia Enters the Eastern Fight— 
Southern Rate-Catting. 


The rallroad rate-war begins to look serious, 
and yet it is not afull-fledged war either, 
because as yet thereisno attempt to really 
cut the life out of each other on the 
part of the roads.

Washington and Baltimore, $20.25; Wheeling, 
be Cincinnati, $%, and a number of other 
ocal points, such as Urbana, Dayton, Steuben- 
ville and Zanesville, which cannot 
be given higher rates under the in- 
terstate commerce law. With the excep- 
tion of the Vandalia’s move nothing 
else has been done, the O. & M. retaining the 
same rates as prevailed before. It is believed, 
however, that the Vandalia will not be con- 
tent with simply meeting’theO. & M., but if 
the latter resists will cut Cincinnati and 
other 0. M. points down to a nominal 
figure. 

THE SOUTHERN FIGHT. 

The M. & O. is cutting high jinks in south- 
ern territory, and is waging a hot war on the 
L.&N. The rate of $5, made to Chattanooga, 
Atlanta and other points, were men- 
tioned yesterday. Nashville has a $14 
rate; New Orleans, $18, and Vicksburg, $16.05. 
To-day the Oairo Short Line made a 
$9.45 rate to Memphis and the M. & O. met it 
promptly. The Louisville & Nashville is taking 
no notice of the cut and is doing 
nothing to meet it. Mr. John W. Moss, 
the Division Passenger Agent, is 
indignant over the charges made 
against his road with regard to the 1 cent rate 
made by it for side excursions. He said that 
rate was promised a year ago to enable the 
veterans to visit Nashville and surrounding 
points after the Encampment here. He 
said that this was understood and 
that the rate did not cut into 
the territory of any other road aud was not an 
effort to injure any other road. He declares 
that itis only a pretext for the M. & O. to at- 
tempt to ruin business in the L. X N. territory, 
where that road cannot do business itself, and 
that his road will not meetany of the rates, 
but will let the M. & O. do what it pleases.’’ 


LABOR NEWS. 


Prohable Settlement of the Lehigh Strike 
— The Indiana Miners. 


PHILADELPHIA, September 24.—There will 
be, according to statements from trustworthy 
sources, an adjustment of the strike troubles 
in the Lehigh region withina week. It is be- 


lieved that a committee of employes will meet 
the managers and that the advance will be 
paid. The companies state, in justification of 
their course, that not a name signed to the pe- 
tition for an advance was genuine. 


The Indiana Miners. 


VINCENNES, Ind., September 24.—The coal 
miners throughout this section are still out on 
astrike. Five hundred minersin Washington 
are out at Cabell and Coe’s mines; 200 at 


Montgomery at the Union mines, about one 
bundred at Rogers’ mine in Pike County; 
about one hundred at Biedermier’s mines 
in Pike County, and 709 or 800 in tbe 
mines around Evansville. The Washington 
miners demand 60 cents per ton for miners, 
and $1.55 per day for day hands. The miners 
below the Ohio & Mississippi Railroad are all 
out on strike. Their especial demard is 
thatthe mines south of the Ohio & Mississipp! 
be operated on the same scale as the mines of 
this point—that is, the scaie fixed by the 
Miners and Owners, Federation. The 
companies have all refused the demand, 
and the miners hold meetings each 
day and are determined to hold out. Arbitra- 
tion, however, may solve the problem before 
many days. The miners in the Evansville re- 
gion demand an increase of 1242 cents per ton. 
The price paid them = was 77% cents. 
Beidermeier’s men got their demand, but they 
refuse to go to work until the district troubles 
are settled. Tue miners also demand pay 
every two weeks. 


THE ANARCHISTS, 


Gen. Pryor om the Appeal—Mrs. Lucy 
Parsons Released. 


New YorxK, September &.—A reporter called 
on Gen. Pryor to ascertain, if possible, the 
name of the Judge to whom he meant to apply 
for a writ of error in the case of the con- 
demned Chicago Anarchists. ‘‘We shall most 
undoubtedly apply for the writ of error,’’ said 
the General, but what Justice we are going 
to make our application to has not yet been 
decided. 


Mrs. Parsons Released. 


OHICAGO, September 24. — Mrs. Parsons, the 
dusky wife of the condemned Anarchist, 
was arraigned before Justice Lyon this 
morning for refusing to comply with a po- 


lice officer’s warning to desist from violating 
the city ordinance against distributing cir- 
culars on the streets. The policeman testi- 
fled that even on the way to the station she 
continued the obnoxious work. In court 
Mrs. Parsons assumed the air of a martyr. 
She claimed the ordinance was a dead 
letter. I hope, she said pleadingly to the

her children. Dismembered by war and 
oppressed by debt, her State pride has 
sunk to this mendicant level. 

But she is begging in vain. Even the 
New Hampshire Legislature hesitated 
over a resolution indorsing the Blair bill, 
and finally, out of sheer unwillingness to 
crush her Senator whose hobby the bill is, 
indorsed it by a vote of only 136 to 127. 
There is not even aremote prospect that 
it will ever be approved by so many as 
one-fifth of the States. 

The fundamental idea of American 
policy is that local self-government is the 
best government and self-help the best 
help. To no branch of the public welfare 
does this maxim apply with more aptness 
and force than to public education. The 
system that most actively enlists the in- 
fluence of the parents and the family in 
support and management of the 
schools is the best for the schools. Where 
a community is not required to con- 
tribute to its own schools, active in- 
terest in their management flags and 
their very cheapness breeds a sort 
of general indifference to their efficiency 
and utility. There is hot an American 
‘State that cannot well afford the expense 
of ample common school accommodations. 
To offer any one of them Federal support 
for its schools is to countenance the false 
idea that its people cannot afford to edu- 
cate their children and that their schools 
will not be worth to them all they cost. 
Now, when a new view of this question is 
being manifested in the South, and all the 
Southern States are beginning to vie with 
those of the North in providing liberally 
for the education of all, white and black, 
to take the support of their schools off 
their bands is to check or destroy the 
growth of a new energy in the South 
which will be worth far more to the cause 
of popular education in that section than 
all the money the Blair bill offers. 

For pauper counties todraw their school 
money mainly from a State Treasury is 
unavoidable and right.

Itis not best for the cause of 
education, and a lot of States dependent 
on Federal favor, bounty and direction,in 
the discharge of the simplest function and 
duty of local self-government, would bea 
spectacle the old Virginia fathers of our 
Constitution never dreamed of,

In that case the Court 
held that the act did not purport to bea 
law and was an unconstitutional attempt 
to delegate the law-making power of the 
Legislature. Judge BurGEss holds that 
the local option statute, as framed, is a 
similar attempt to confer on a majority of 
voters in each county the legislative au- 
thority to retain old laws in force 
or to yepeal or suspend them, 
change the penalties, and, in fact, make 
laws for themselves, which laws the 
people of any other county are equally 
authorized toreject. While he expresses 
the opinion that a local option law could 
be so framed as to be constitutional, 
Judge BuRGESs pronounces the existing 
local option statute so constructed as to 
bring it under the Supreme Court de- 
cision which he feels bound to apply toit. 
Supreme.Court decisions are binding upon 
all courts except the Supreme Court it- 
self, which sometimes reverses them 
when it cannot otherwise get around prin- 
ciples laid down broadly enough in the 
past to be inthe way of present exigencies. 
If the Constitution fairly interpreted pro- 
hibits the delegation of the proper func- 
tions of local self-government to any mu- 
picipality or tothe other voters thereof, its 
fault in that respect should be amended.

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Count Tolstoi’s Experiments, 
From the New York WORLD. 

The latest transiated of the books of Count 
Tolstoi deals with the problem of poverty un- 
der the title of ‘‘Thoughts Evoked by the Cen- 
sus of Moscow.’’ The Count conceived the 
idea of making the two thousand enumerators 
of the population of Moscow agents of social 
reform, and himself secured an appointment 
as census-taker in the poorestand worst quar- 
ter of that city. 

The amount and degrees of degradation, 
poverty and vice that he discovered appalled 
him. Reared in the country, he had no con- 
ception of such a state of things as he found. 
Instantly allthe sympathies of his great nat- 
ure were aroused. He began to give money 
with a free hand to relieve the distress that 
confronted him. He wrote an appeal to the 
rich‘of the city and went to them personally 
for contributions, crying out: ‘‘It is impos- 
sible that such a state of things can con- 
tinue.’’ 

The result was precisely what Count Tolstoi 
would bave foreseen had he been familiar 
with the history of benevolence in other 
lands. ‘‘It turned out that their demands 
grew in proportion to their aid, and that there 
was not and could not be any way of satisfy- 
ing them. At the end of weeks the philan- 
thropic Count retired from the city, mourn- 
fully confessing, I did not belp any one. 

The outcome of this experience is known to 
the world. The wealthy Count has dedicated 
his life to abolishing poverty by abolishing 
wealth. He works with the peasants in the 
fleld every day and makes his own shoes as an 
encouragement to the tollers and an example 
to an unproductive society. He would have 
every man provide for his own needs and be- 
come the servant of his fellows. 

Noble as this motive is, the second experi- 
ment will prove scarcely more productive of 
good than did the first. Men are to be helped 
out of poverty by giving them more work to 
do, not less; by securing to them a fairer share 
of the work’s value; by encouraging them in 
thrift and tamperance—in a word, by accord 
in them théir rights and helping them to help 
themselves. Wealth, wisely and rightly used, 
makes no poor man’s lot harder.

Industrial Uses ef Oll of Birch. 


From the American Register. 

A Belgian inventor has devised a process for 
tanning textile fabrics which renders them 
waterproof and atthe same time,it is said, 
proof against decay, while their suppleness is 
not diminished and their weight not apprecia- 
bly increased. Arguing from the high state of 
preservation in whichthe bands which sur- 
round the heads of Egyptian mummies are 
found to this day, and which are impregnated 
with a kind of resin, the inventor had re- 
course to the substances extracted from birch 
bark, and which are now used to perfume 
Russia leather. 

When the fine white bark of the birch tree is 
distilled it yields alight oil, nearly a fourth 
part of whicb consists of the special phenol 
or carbolic acid, which gives the well-known 
odor to Russia leather. It is now found 
thatthe residue, or green tar, of the birch, 
which is obtained from Kostroma, yield 
neither acid nor alkaloid, and forms, with al- 
cohol, a solution of great fluidity, which,how- 
ever, when once dried, is not acted upon by 
alcohol. Itis this substance which will unite 
with the most brilliant colors that are used by 
the inventor for treating textile fabrics. 


Adulterated Food,

SOMETHING DROPPED. 


CONSTERNATION AND REJOICING IN MASSA- 
CHUSETTS POLITICAL CIRCLES. 


The Silk Stockings and Mugwumps of the 
Bay State Forced to Take a Back Seat 
by the Rank and File of the Democracy— 
Complete Defeat of the Endicott Fac- 
tion in the Recent Convention—The 
Fight Against Kepublican Federal 
Office-Holders. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisratTcnr. 
WasHiIneTor, D. O., September 2,—The 
recent paroxysm in Massachusetts politics 
continues to absorb the gossips at Washing- 
ton. Oonsternation and rejoicing appear in 
equal parts, accordingly as the individual 
supports or opposes the Administration, but 
there is one sensation which all experience, 
and that is surprise. Fresh impetus has been 
communicated to the sensation by the arrival 
here of a prominent New England Democrat, 
whose leanings may be gathered from the 
style in which he treats the subject, and as to 
whose familiarity with the facts in the case 
there can be no sort of doubt. A small but 
appreciative group gathered around him last 
nightina hotel lobby, while he held out at 
great length on the situation. Some of his 
remarks will donbtless prove interesting: 
Lou all remember the fight over the Boston 
Collectorship, of course. The active Democ- 
racy of Massachusetts wanted Peter Butler, a 
gentieman of high personal character, of dis- 
tinguished ability, and of as honorable record 
as Mr. Saltonstall and of infinitely larger 
claims to recognition by a party Administra- 
tion. Secretary Endicott, however,supported 
Saltonstall, and the President was prevailed 
upon to appoint him, notwithstanding the 
advocacy of Butler’s claims by Gen. Collins 
and the entire Democratic organization of the 
State. The whole Beacon street aristocracy 
turned out for Saltonstall, and all the 
great army of starched and haughty superi- 
ority, the ineffable progeny of the old 
round-head fishing captains of Salem, Boston 
and Gloucester, toned up and infatuated by 
200 years of mutual admiration, declared in 
cultured chorus that the last fruit of all the 
Saltonstalis must rule over the politics of 
Massachusetts. 
MR. BUTLER WAS SET ASIDE. 
He and his friends, who represented the bone 
and sinew and, I think, the brains of the 
Massachusetts Democracy, were told to take a 
back seat and improve their minds by looking 
on at the regime of the higher cultured, and 
to refine their coarse lungs by breath- 


ing the frosty air of the reformation. 
Things quieted down after awhile, how- 
ever. Secretary Endicott sat enthroned 


in the War Department, presiding over its 
affairs with an air of directing the mystic 
Eulinsia and with much of the solemn invisi- 
bilitv of the Grand Liama of Thibet. Massa- 
chusetta became the show State. The mu 
ware looked to it on rising as the Mussul 
man looks toward Mecca. They gazed upon a 
State in which, under Democratic rule, 55 per 
cent of the Federal offices remained in Repub- 
lican hands, were insensible to party obliga- 
tion, and contempt for party spirit was rated 
first ‘among the political virtues, and they beat 
their breasts and cried out in the clear 
treble of their sex: ‘Great is our per- 
fection and precious and unutterable 
are our works.’ Then came the Con- 
gressional elections of 1836, and then 
Mr. Jonas H. French, one ofthe sturdiest and 
most puissant Democrats in all New England 
went down into the Gloucester District among 
the fishermen and ran for Congress. He was 
a shrewd and thoroughly equipped politician, 
a man of influence and position, a splendid 
athlete inthe arena and his chances were most 
flattering. He wrote to Secretary Endicott 
asking for a [little encouragement from his 
friends in the district, and he received in 
return the lofty assurance that we 
are not taking any part in Congressional 
elections this year.’ And, in fact, he was 
beaten in Mr. Endicott’s own distr ict 
beaten, as he thinks and as i 
think, by Secretary Endicott'’s apathy, 
and to Secretary Endicott’s satisfaction. 
He was not one of the anointed. And so the 
— Convention at Worcester rolled 
around. e political surface had been quiet. 
No cloud fleoxea the serene horizon. No mut- 
ter of the gathering thunder disturbed the 
rapture of Beacon street. 
NO VULGAR PREMO ON 
invaded the fine air in which the chosen ones 
segregated themselves to offer incense and 
incantation to their fetich. Massachusetts 
was still the shining object-lesson in purity; 
still the arena of everything supernal in hu- 
man affairs; still the ingpiration of their hol 
oy, their immeasurable complacency. Faro 
n the darkened lairs the boys were commun- 
ingitogether in a secure retreat. Jonas French 
sharpened both edges of his knife. But none 
of this was suspected or even dreamed of in 
the perfume-laden precincts of the biest. 
They came forward to the convention with 
undoubting confidence in their mission to ele- 
vate and purify and dominate. They had 
their candidate allready. Mr. Russell, Mayor 
of Cambridge, the approved of the Salton- 
stall-Endicott heirarchy, stamped with their 
seal and canonized by their dictum. Mr. Rus- 
sell was to be nominated by grateful accla- 
mation. The administration of mugwumpery 
was to be 1 — 4 and four gentiemen wear- 
ing the ndicott tag were to be chosen 
delewates - at large to the Democratic 
Nominatiug Convention of 15883. They 
came, stepping peasy among the 
common people, holding their superior noses 
and trying to live through the ordeal for the 
sake of humanity. In their hands the ** 
scented programmes of the apotheosis.

ic convictions of the State, Mr. French arose 
und made a perfectiy frank speech, 
in which he called for the ro- 
cusitation of the idea of running 
a Democratic Government with Democratic 
muterial, and he was followed by Mr. Maguire, 
who said that the oo party demanded the retire- 
ment of Mr. lector Saltonstall and Mr. 
Postmaster te as the first step towards a 
complete eradication of mugwumpery from 
our political system. Does this mean a noti- 
fication to the President that Messrs. Endicott 
and Saltonstall, whatever else they may rep-

HAD WONDERFUL NERVE. 


The Execution of John Kernaghan, Who

Sax Francisco, Cal., September 2%4.—John 
Kernaghan was hanged in the jail corridor 
here, yesterday, at 12 o’clock.

BLUFFING VENEZUELA. 


She Departure of an English Mon-of-War 
for La Guayra. 


New Yorn, September 24.— The sailing of the 

nglish man-of-war Pylades from Trinadad to 
* Guayra to demand indemnity from the 
Government of Venezuelaforthe detention of 
the schooners Josephine and Henriette, would 
seem to point to an active policy on the part 
Great Britain in her dispute with the South 
American Republic. Senor de Silva, the Con- 


pul-General of Venezuela, inthis city, said: 
The two schooners mentioned have been 
detained for non-compliance with the customs 
regulations, and they were seized, just as a 
vessel which did not comply with the regula- 


tions of this Government might 
have been taken. It is my opinion 
that it is merely an attempt of the 


Tory Ministry lu England to {mitate Mr. Glad- 
stone's Ezyptian war. They have got them- 
selves into 80 much trouble in Ireland that 
they hope to cover it up by « vigorous eyo! in 
Venezuela. But what we look for is the inter- 
erence of the United States. The question has 
n before your State Department for some 
time now, and it ls really a sertous one. The 
territory which England has assumed control 
ot ie larger than British Guinea, and it is 
territory which Lord Granville bas acknowl- 
edged "belonged to Venezuela. They have 
taken the Barima, which is 
at the mouth of the Orinoco, and 
they permit the entrance of goods 
from English colonies free of duty. They 
levy taxes upon the people and act in all mat- 
ters as the rulers of the country. The real 
ist of this matter is the control of the 
ronoco River. Its control means an enor- 
mous influence upon the South American Re- 
ublics, and an influence such as the United 
tates should have cause to dislike exceed- 


ingly.

MARY ANDERSON. 


POPULARITY OF THE AMERICAN ACTEESS 
WITH LONDON THEATER-GOERS. 


The Idol of the Common People—Miss An- 
derson’s Appearance in A Winter's Tale“ 
A Graceful Picture of Youth and 
Beauty—The Practical Workings of Lon- 
don’s Police Laws—How Lost and Stolen 


Unpleasant Experience. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcnu. 

New Tonk, September 2%.—The WORLD to- 
day publishes the following London letter 
from T. O. Crawford, under date of September 
12: Mary Anderson began a third London sea- 
son last Saturday night atthe Lyceum Theater. 
Bhe is very popular in London. She had a house 
crowded to ite fullest extent. The pit, which 
is the popular test of the success of a theat- 
rical performance in this city, was crowded to 
excess, Miss Anderson appears to be the idol 
of the common people. During the scenes of 
polite enthusiasm in the stalls,the pit was 
roaring and yelling, ‘‘Mary! Mary!’’ when 
they asked for her to appear before the cur- 
tain. Her presentation of A Winter's 
Tale’’ is aspectacular rendition of this play. 
It is nearly as picturesquely represented from 
a scenic standpoint as the play of 
„Faust by Henry Irving’s company. The 
play itself is cut down and toa certain extent 
subordinated to the tableaux. These pictures 
represent the highest artistic skill of the Ly- 
ceum management. Miss Anderson poses 
most picturesquely throughout the tableaux 
and while she is criticized by the London 
papers as not being strong enough in her por - 
trayal of the character of Hermoine, yet her 
rendition of the character will undoubtedly 
interest the masses mnch more than a severer 
outline would. She plays the dual parts of 
Hermoine and Perdita. In the lighter part of 
Perdita she is beyond criticism. All 
agree that Miss Anderson is especially 
adapted to light and graceful parts. She 
has improved in stage manner. She moves 
about the stage much more easily and with 
more self-command thad ever before. She 
has also learned how to restrain herself, and 
rarely if ever exaggerates the passion or emo- 
tion which she seems to portray. Bat itis her 
youthful and innocent appearance which con- 
stitutes her chief charm. In the part of Per- 
dita she does not look a day over the age of 
16, the supposed age of the heroine. The best 
thing that Miss Anderson does occurs during 
the most picturesque and dramatic scene in 
the play. This is when the tyrannical King 
defies the oracle. The follows a tremendous 
crash of thunder and the stage 
becomes dark. When the Queen learns 
of the news of the death of her son, she is 
standing draped in a classic garment of white. 
The lights are concentrated upon this white 
figure, and as she comprehends the full sense 
of the terrible news she throws the white veil 
over her face and falls forwardin a way that 
sends 

A THRILL THROUGH THE AUDIENCE. 

Of the pictures presented, the most agreea- 
bie is the pastoral scene in the fourth act. 
This represents a country green with rocks 
coming down on one side and a beautiful vista 
oflovely country stretching out to a distant 
perspective in the background. The rustic 
dance which was given here harmonizes with 
the beauty of the picture. The dance Saturday 
night had to be repeated to satisfy the audience. 
Miss Anderson, when called before the curtain, 
appeared even better than onthe stage. She 
has a graceful, modest way of receiving the 


praise of her audience, which makes a direct 
appeal to the English public. She is much 
more popular in England than she ever has 
been in America. Although the critics do not 
like her rendition of the part of Queen in A 
Winter’s Tale,’’ yet the general effect is 
such that the houses will probably be crowded 
during the season. The second best piece of 
work done by Miss Anderson is in her posing 
as the statue in the last act. The statue is 
supposed to be of colored marble, and there- 
fore differs from her representation of the 
statue in Galatea. As she stands upon the 
pedestal she presents a graceful picture of

LONDON’S POLICE LAWS. 

Through practical illustration I learned 

something of the police laws of London the 


other day. I drove from the WORLD office into 


the “3! and left my umbrella in the hansom 
cab. I had hardly walked into the place where 
I was calling when l thought of my umbrella. 
I went back at once. The cabman was gone. 
I asked a neighboring cabman which direction 
he had taken and explained to him my 
loss. He said: He could not give you 
the umbrella if he were here. Every 
cabman is bound to turn in every- 
thing he finds in his cab to the police,and can- 
not give up any article after the owner has 
left the cab to any one except the police. You 
will and your umbreila,’’. said he, at Scot- 
land Yard.’’ I sent to Scotland Yard thesnext 
morning forit, and also sent its description. 
The Superintendent of the Lost Property De- 

artment sent me upa printed form which I 

ad to fill out, in which I was made to tell the 
exact hour I had taken the cab and the time 1 
had missed it; also the number of the cab, 
if possible, and a full description of the 
property, my private address and my 
business. After fulfilling all of these 
requirements I sent down ain 
Scotiand Yard and found that there was one 
mpage not mentioned in the form which 
had to be fulfilled beforeI could recover my 
peppery. Ifound that there was an act of 

*arliament directing cab drivers, under heavy 
penalties, to turn over all property found in 
their cabs to the police. It also provided that 
— | should be paid areward for compliance 
with the act, of half a crown in the pound on 
the value of ordinary articles. For jewelry 
they receive 8 shillings in a pound, This 
money is all given to the cabman, so the police 
people say. There is one comforting cer- 
tainty about the act—so rigidly is this law en- 
forced that you cannot possibly lose anythin 
in a cab ora public gonveyance. The secon 
certainty is, if you do temporarily lose an 
article, 12 per cent of its value will have to be 
paid for its recovery. 

AN AMERICAN’S EXPERIENCE. 
An American friend of mine who was robbed 
atone cf the hotels was placed in a most em- 
barrassing position by the fact that the police 
recovered all of his property which was 
stolen. In this connection it should be care- 
fully neted by American visitors at London 
thatthe hotel proprietors here are not liable 
for any property stolen from the rooms of 
thelr guests. At least that is what hotel guests 
are told. The hotel thieves are eneraliy 
well-dressed, weill appearing people. They 
lounge about and whenever they seea key 
left in a careless piace by a guest, 
they pick it up and visit the room on a 
chance of what they can find. These thieves 
enerally carry Overcoats over their left arms. 
n the pockets of these coats and under them 
they are able to store away the property 
stolen. My friend, who had every article of 
wearing spores except what he had on and a 
large number of sm articles purchased for 
2 at home stolen from his room, found 
hat when the age —— the thief and re- 
covered the stolen goods he could not touch 
one of the stolen icles until after the trial. 
He was aiso informed that he would be obliged 
to remain in London as a witness against he 
thief and that the trial would not come off 
for at least two -months. This is the 
situation which would be occupied by the 
ave visitor in London who falle a victim 
to the hotel thief. My friend could not afford 
toremain. He had business engagements at 
home of the utmost importance to him. When 
he found that he bim was under the 
surveillance of the the detectives to prevent 
his going away, he bolted and escaped to the 
Continent, going home in that direction. 
When the case comes up against the hotel 
thief there will be noone to prosecute. The 
fact that the — guest of a hotel bas but a 
limited time at his dis is the greatest 
possible shield to the h thieves.

HE KILLED JOE COLCORBD,. 0 


A Man Named Morrison, Who Wanted to Be 
Hanged Very Badly. 

Aman with a yearning desire to be hanged 
turned up at the Four Courts this morning. 
As Chief-of Detectives O’Neiljwas entering the 
building shortly after 9 o’clock, a small, 
slight man, about 85 years of age, with paint 
be-spattered clothes, approached him.

But Colcord killed his wife himself and 
then committed suicide.“ 

No; that is what people suppose, but it is 
not true. It was a double mu:der and I killed 
them both. Nobody knew it because I got 
out of the house before anybody saw me.“

‘*Il was a pretty hiah- flyer in those days, and, 
as ISay, I loved Lillie Colcord, I was in ber 
room at the time of her murder, and Joe came 
in.

Then I dropped the revolver to the floor and 
got out of the house without anybody seeing 
me. a 

Morrison was acting very queerly while re- 
lating his story, and the Deputy Coroner, who 
concluded it was a case of ‘‘snakes,’’ advised 
the mun to walk over tothe City Dispensary 
and surrender himself there. He left the build- 
ing, but whether he made any more attempts 
to have himself banged is not known. Mor 
rison isa painter in the employ of Delegate 
Jimmy Sullivan, and some years ago his 
father was a prominent real estate agent here.

A NAVAL RESERVE, 


An Important Meeting Held by Yachtsmen 
and Ship-Owners. 


NEW YORK, September 2%.—Abont fifty 
prominent steamship owners, yachtsmen, 
merchants and ex- marine revenue officers yes- 
terday held a meeting in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court here, and discussed the advisability 
of establishing a naval reserve. Elbridge T. 
Gorrick, Commodore of the New York Yacht 
Club, was made chairman. The object 


of the meeting was stated to be a 
consideration of the organization of a 
naval reserve, which in time of war 
would be an auxiliary — just as the militia 
is an auxiliary tothe regular navy. The re- 
serve navy of England was cited, with its 25, 
000 men, and the like precautions of Canada 
was referred to. The steam yachts of the 
New York Yacht Club—some of which devel- 
oped from fourteen to eighteen and a half 
knots per bour—would make the finest tor- 
pedo boats in the world. G. W. Miller, 
manager ofthe Stonington Line, offered a 
series of resolutions approving the 
establishment by Congress at its next session 
ofa naval reserve toconsist of officers and 
men from the mercantile marine, yachtsmen 
and watermen generally, and of vessels to be 
built with reference to use in time of war as 
auxiliary to the regular navy, such reserve to 
be established on the great lakes as well as the 
seaboard, The Secretary of the Navy is to be 
consulted by a committee of ten as to the 
furtherance of the subject.

MARKTWAIN’S NEW PLAY 


NYM CRINKLE. SCORES THE THREE-ACT 
FARCICAL MONOLOGUE.

“The American Claimant” Stale and Flat 
A Play Utterly Devoid of Dramatic Ele- 
ments—A Sequel to “Col. Mulberry Sell- 
ers“ The Alleged Comedy Better Suited 
to Comic Journalism With Cuts.

New York, September 2%.—It is rather late 
in the day to point out that Mark Twain is as 
destitute of the dramatic instinct as a parish 
clerk. Mr. Howells himself is not as unspotted 
in this respect as Mark Twain,and there would 
be no earthly sense in referring to the well- 
known fact again if Mark Twain had not again 
challenged the reference. HIs Col. Sellers, 
one of the funniest hodge-podges ever put 
upon the stage, and I believe one of the most 
successful, was as far from being a drama as 


is acomic counting-Louse almanac, It would 
be futile to wade through all that 
Mark Twain has written with the 


purpose of finding therein one remote 
excuse for his talent ever taking to the thea- 
ter; that he is droll no one ever disputed; that 
he can make a dramatic story, no one in the 
possession of his senses ever dreamed. But, 
as if this fact had not been sufficiently pound- 
ed into us by Mark Twain’s yoluminous work, 
he again takes the boards and yesterday there 
was presented at the Lyceum Theater, 
through the medium of a special matinee, a 
so-called farcical comedy, in three acts, by 
this innocent, who never before in all his 
comical wanderings got so far abroad. 
THE AMERICAN CLAIMANT,’’ 

as it is called, is not even a farcical comedy. 
It is a three-act farcical monologue, in which 
Mr. A. P. Burbank, with commendable mod- 
esty, undertook to do the annex business to 
Col. Sellers. The fate of this new Col. Sellers, 
is not unlike that which usually befalls a 
funny joke when it is revived and amplified. 
You can beata gold dollar out to cover a back 
yard, but the currency is destroyed. Col. 
Mulberry Sellers, originally made famous all 


whom nature had written the character be- 
fore Mark Twain met him, is now showa 
settled down in Washington, surrounded 
by innumerable patents of his own invention, 
most of which are as far beyond the realm of 


sober reason as anything Rider Haggard has 
invented. The three acts ofthe monologue 
take place without the change of a chair in the 
same room, and Col. Sellers has the floor all 
the time. He is ‘‘accompanied,’’ thanks to 
Mrs. Langtry for the word, by four persons. 
He has a daughter, Mary Sellers, a wife, Mrs. 
Sellers, a friend from Missouri, Lafayette 
Hawkins, and a ‘‘nigger’’ servant, Aunt Sally. 
There is, also, a lover of Mary who stan 
round. The piot of the piece is this: 

The family is miserably poor, owing to Col. 
Sellers’ monomania. The mother and daugh- 
ter nave to make shift with the same dress to 
receive company by turns. Col. Sellers has 
invented a method of materializing all the 
dead of the past and letting them out as po- 
licemen. s first attempt brings Mary’s 
lover tothe house. Col. Sellers thinks that 
the lover was dead and his process has mate- 
rialized him. On the contrary the lover hes 
called in the most natural manner, 
and when the family is at the 
lowest point of destitution buys one 
of the lonel’s pateuts as an excuse for 
obtaining the daughter. This is told without 
situation, without action, without crisis, with- 
out suspense, withqut surprise, without 
emotion, and without other human interest 
than attends the hilarious insanity of the Colo- 
nel himself. And bere I might as well say at 
once that Col. Sellers, as now presented, is 
hopelessly insane, and it is quite in keeping 
with much of Mark Twain’s humor to be ut- 
terly indifferent to the fact that insanity, like 
ail other misfortunes, ceases to funny 
under deliberate exhibition. The only feeling 
that can supervene if the part is well acted is

‘*monologist’’ to get before the public wit 
something more solid than a 42 — 
platform to stand on could have paved 
the way to its presentment in the thea- 
ter. The Mark Twain humor which abounds 
in it consists of the vagaries of Col. Sellers and 
his descriptions of his inventions. An ex- 
ample of the latter is his machine called the 
marine phonograph, which stored up bias- 
phemy for use at sea. With four or five of 
these machines in action en board a vessel he 
claims there will be swearing enough to take 
her through any storm. The absurdity of this 
is distinctiy American, but it is in no sense 
dramatic and belongs to the department of 
comic journalism with cuts. 

Mr. Burbank wares the part of Col. Sellers 
with sufficient skill of portrayal to make every 
one wish it had been worthier of his care and 
ambition, but he was not well ‘‘accom- 
panied,’’ save in the person of the traditional 
negro wench, admirably done by W. H. Lytell. 
The young lady who played the part of ary 
Sellers, Miss Alice King Hamilton, and who is 
apparently pretty and intelligent enough, so 
overacted her part and rolled her eyes and 
gesticulated without cause, that she ruined 
the only single meed of sentiment in the 
piece with an emphasis as irrational as was 
the life and character of her stage father. It 
was arare casein which a bright and charm- 
ing girl insisted on not being bright and 
charming at all, and succeeded in distortin 
nature witha wholly uncalied-for display o 
elocution.

Among them 

were Messrs. Coltrin & Pryor, proprietors of 

the Decatur Tribune, and their compositors, 

who printed the first ritual of the Grand Army, 

as written by Dr. Stephenson.

Dr. Stephenson, who assumed the powers of 
Provisional Commander-in-Chief, had been 
surgeon inthe Fourteenth Lllinois Infantry, 
which was organized at Jacksonville, on May 
24 and 25, 1861. He resigned his commission 
on June &, 1864. 

Col. John M. Palmer, who was elected De- 
partment Commander, had first commanded 
the Fourteenth Illinols Infantry. He was 
promoted to be Brigadier-General on Novem- 
ber 29, 1862. He was mustered out on Septem- 
ber 1, 1866. Subsequent to the war he became 
Governor of Illinois. 

The first national encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Republic assembled at Indlanap- 
olis in respoase to the following call:

The convention which assembled was a 
notable gathering of women, representing 
twenty-six organizations, the most prominent 
of which was the Woman's Relief Corps, with 
organizations in the States of Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire and Connecticut, and the 
Ladies’ Auxiliary societies of Ohio and 
other States west. Mrs. E. Florence 
Barker, President of the Department of 
Massachusetts, was the exponent of the Relief 
Corps, a secret organization modeled after 
the Grand Army of the Republic, and Mrs. 
Kate B. Sherwood, President of Forsyth Post, 
Ladies’ Society, Toledo, O., an editor 
Woman’s Department National Tribune, 
Washington, D. C., and representing the lat- 
ter. It was unanimously voted to organize a 
Woman s Relief Corps, sixteen States being 
represented. A test vote having established 
the fact that the great majority favored 
secret work, and the eligibility to 
membership of all loyal women, inde- 
pendent of their relationship to soldiers, both 
of these propositions were adopted in the plan 
of organization. It was further voted that the 
basis of organization be the Relief Corps of 
New England. The President, Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Department of Massachusetts 
—— elected officers ofthe National Associa- 

ion.

In addition to the profes- 
sional photographers the amateurs will 
have a space of thirty-five feet in the building. 
A display of fresco work occupying fifty teet 
will also be made in this department. Fully 
one-fifth of the exhibitors in the building have 
already started to erect new cases in which to 
make their displays, and many of them are 
already arranging the displays themselves. 

THE TROTTERS. 

Perhaps no department of the Fair, how- 
ever, possesses so much interest for the aver- 
age resident ofthe city as the horse depart- 
ment. The fall trotting meeting of the Asso- 
ciation is held during Fair week, and 
it is expected that many of the most 
prominent trotters in the country 


will be on hand. Just what animals will be 
here it is impossible to state as yet. Trot- 
ting horse owners are peculiar in the fact that 
they never make their entries for purse races 
until the last moment, as they do not care to 
run any risk of losing their entrance money. 
The fixed stake events filled much better than 
was anticipated and the entrance money re- 
ceived in them will aimost pay for the stakes 
themselves. In one stake event the entries 
were very small, This is the Osage Stakes 
for 2- year-old trotters. Few 
care to commence trotting 
animals 80 young, and entries 
for2-year-old events are invariably light in 
consequence, As yet only three horses have 

ualified for the Osage Stakes. They are: 
Candidate, by Electioneer; Bell Boy, by Elec- 
tioneer, and Carry Strawn, by Strawn 8880, 
The other two stakes—the Gasconade for 8- 
year-olds and the Mississippi for 4-year-olds— 
filled remarkably well for trotting stakes. In 
the former the entries so far qualified are: 
Mamie Woods, by Wood’s Hambletonian;. 
Brown, by Combat; Ben Hur, by Mambrino; 
Sallie Cossack, by Don Cossack; Eminence, 
by Empire: Houri, by Onward; Susie S., by 
Hilas. Inthe Mississippi Stakes the entries 
are: Newton, Blue Grass Hambletonian, Nettle 
Leaf, Pearl medium, Sunrise Patchen, Pythias, 
Catherine S., Ara, Sphinx, Leonor Wilks, Je- 
nevasS. Itwillbe noticed that many of the 
most noted trotting sires in the country are 
represented in the entries. While the entries 
inthe nine purses offered bythe association 
are far from complete, there is no doubt they 
will be unusually large. Already enough have 
been received toinsure that, and there have 
been applications for over 250 stalls, which is 
greater than has oveqyeres been received at 
so eurly a date. 

THE STOCK. 

The stock exhibit this year will be enormous. 
Already applications bave come in for 300 stalis 
for horses to beshown in the amphitheater. 
As very few horsemen give notice in advance 
thatthey will want stalls, the fact that so 
many applications have already been received 
would indicate that the entries in this depart- 
ment will be much greater than ever before, 
In anticipation of a rush the directors are all 
ready, have new stalis erected and are mak- 
ing extra preparations to accommodate an 


unusual number of animals. M. L. EI- 
wood of Dekalb, III., one of the larg- 
est breeders of draught horses in 


the United States, has engaged fifty-six stalls. 
This isthe largest application ever received 
by the association from a single exhibitor. In 
the cattle line the increase in the entries is 
scarcely less marked. Already 207 stalis have 
been engaged. There will be two breeds rep- 
resented at this Fair which have never been 
seen here before. They are red polled cattle 
and Guernseys. The breed of Ayrshires ap- 
pear to be dying out in the country and the 
entries of them become less each succeeding 
year. They are noticeably small this year. 
Jerseys come to the front remarkably strong 
however, and there will be at least 150 of 
them seen here. The other breeds that wil be 
represented are the Short-Horns, Polled An- 
gus and Salloways, Devons, Holstein-Frie- 
sian. About 100 additional stalls are being 
built in this department. 

One of the most attractive displays of the 
whole Fair will be the exhibit that will be 
made by 

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 
In addition to the fifteen car-loads of fruit to 
be shown by them they will do something 
which has never before been done here. They 
will give away each day all the fruit 
displayed by them on that day. Noth- 
has ever been seen here 
will approach the wine exhibit 
they willmake. The wines, grapes and min- 
erals willbe shown in the Grocers’ Sundries 
Building, while the fruit will be displayed in 
the truit and vegetable hall. The commis- 
sioner who has charge of the exhibit states 
they will also bring a lot of tropical foliage 
and plants with which to ornament their fruit 
display. The whole display will cost $15,000 it 
is estimated, and will tar surpuss the display 
made by the State at the Centennial. A brewer 
will display a pyramid of bottled beer which 
will contain over 7,000 bottles. In 
the fruit department California, New 
Mexico, Michigan, Ohio, Indiana, Iowa, 
Arkansas, LIliinois and Missouri will be 
represented. Pettus County, Mo., will take 
up 170 feet with a frult and vegetable display 
and an exhibition from South Bend, Ind., will 
occupy 150 feet. 
TEXTILE DEPARTMENT. 

About 2.500 entries have already been re- 
ceived for the ladies’ textile department and 
ladies who desire to be represented in this 
building will have to hurry up their entries as 
the books will close the 30th of the present 
month. Most of the entries are of needle- work 
and hand paintings, the entries in the latter 
class being extremely large as compared with 
former years. 

Of course the Agricultural Department is 
the great feature of the Fair, and a finer dis- 

lay has never been seen in that line than will 
be made here. The entire space of thirty 
acres has been assigned, and every prominent 
manufacturer of agricultural implements in 
the United States will be represented. Al! the 
buildings have been newly painted and 
earance. Many of the exhibitors already 

Save their machinery on the grounds. 
Next Monday the superintendents of the 
various departments will be on hand to assign 
exhibitors their locations, and those desiring 
to bring out their displays can do so at once 
by applying to them.

The dis- 
tinction is worth observing. 

One is simply making fun for fun’s sake and 
the other is the creation of character and the 
development of fun by natural processes.

The char- 
acter stands boldly, vigorously drawn, yet 
delicately shaded with details that grow on 
one with closer acquaintance until the genial 
oldtramp is a reality,a living entity taken 
from life. Who bas not met him and laughed 
at him, and yet felt a kindly pity for the fine 
qualities that have gone to wreck? 

Dan Mulligan has something of the same 
kindin him.

IGNATIUS DONNELLY’S CIPHER. 


Henry Irving Rejects the Theory—The St. 
James Gazette Ridicules It. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, September 24.—Henry Irving, in 
aletter dated from the Theater Royal, Man- 
chester, to the Post- DISPATCH correspondent, 
thus replies to a request for his opinion upon 
Prof. Davidson's presentation of the Don- 
nelly cipher narrative; 


DEAR SiR—In reply to your inquiry I car 
only say that the controversy has always 
seemed to me very idle. As an exercise in 
surmise it may be interesting, but to allege 
seriously that Bacon wrote Shakespeare is 
about as reasonable as to say that Shakspeare 
wrote hacon, or that Queen Elizabeth wrote 
both. I would add that, as Emerson says, 
Shakspeare is the only biographer of Sbak-

HENRY IRVING. 


The St. James's Gazette is the only London 
paper that has thus far reviewed Prof, David- 
son's article. The Gazette treats the subject 
with ridicule. It says: 

„„A filppant humorist might detect in the 
distinctly Irish features of Mr. Donnelly a link 
between the champioa of Bacon and a popular 
article of diet which goes by the name of the 
great jurist and philosopher. But every seri- 
ous student will give this poetic coincidence 
its proper place among the indirect proofs of 
the justice of the Baconian theory.’’ 

IT SAYS OF THE PROFESSOR: 

„He confesses that he went to scoff and-ee- 
mained to praise. Wedonot wonder at this, 
for the weight of Mr. Donnelly’s convictions 
and conclusions was tested by a most con- 
vincing process, Though he writes a fine 
close hand on both sides of the paper, slips 
on which he has made his calculations, and 
which he has preserved, ‘form a bundle 
which it took nearly all my strength to lift 
with one hand.’ The professor lifted and was 
converted. 

After summarizing for nearly a column the 
methods employed by Donnelly, the St. 
James's Gazette says: 

It is evident that for such methods of crit- 
icism no difficulties are too great. Nothing 
escapes the penetration of this man with a face 
like Henry George and Dr. McGlynn. Having 
established the significance of the proper 
names, Donnelly has recourse to arithmetic. 
By taking page 58 of the histories and multi- 
plying 58 by 7, the number of italicized words 
in the first column, we get 371. Bacon is the 
Mist word. Eureka! There can be no doubt 
about it.

he great Brotherhood of Base Ball Players 

and tt mysterlous projects and schemes make 
up the main topic of conversation in base ball 
circles at present. Everybody talks about the 
Brotherhood, what the Brotherhood thinks, 
what the Brotherhood is going to do, and how 
the Brotherhood is going to succeed in its 
efforts. Everybody is speculating upon the 
results of a ‘‘strike’’ a ‘‘walk-out,’’ a ‘‘ehut- 
down, or some other movement character- 
ized by phrases peculiar to the labor move- 
ment. Judging from all that has been printed 
about the Brotherhood, andthe Brotherhood’s 
objects in lite, and there have been columns of 
guch matter, there is only one head in the 
organization blessed with the faculty to think, 
and one mouth which is capable or authorized 
to talk upon the subject. That head and that 
mouth are the property of a certain John 
Ward, whilom Captain of the New York 
League Club and now a common base ball 
player. ° 

Mr. Ward discusses the matter freely; intl - 

mates that the League will be compelled to heed 
the Brotherhood; suggests in an open and 
gbove-board manner the demands which the 
Brotherhood will make onthe League man- 
agers; chats smoothly with every reporter 
who crosses him and talks glibly about the 
vast reservoirs of wealth stored behind the 
broad backs of the members of the organiza- 
tion. Mr. Ward, by the way, has had a 
handle put on his name since the Brotherhood 
Was organized. Before he was plain Ward,“ 
or more familiarly called ‘‘Johnnie’’ Ward, 
Now that the Brotherhood is on he is invar!- 
ably called ‘‘Mister’’ Ward. He seems to be 
the brains and mouth of the organization. If 
there are other members who have brains and 
mouths they have not yet shown themselves 
to be possessed of them. Everything with 
**Brotherhvod’’ marked on it gravitates to 
Mr. Ward, and his opinions have been pub- 
lished in every cityto which hebas traveied 
within the past six months.

Mr. Ward has been in communication with 
President Nick Young, and the latter simply 
refuses to ‘‘recognize’’ the Brotherhood as a 
brotherhood. ‘‘Cometo us as our employes 
and we will talk to you,’’ says Nick, but we 
haven't got time to pester with brother~ 
hoods. Now, Young talks for the League, 
and the League will stay by what Young says. 
This puts Mr. Ward, for Mr. Ward seems to be 
the Brotherhood, in a rather uncomfortable 
position. It puts him in the position of a man 
who would demand from a benefactor who 
had bestowed on him half his fortune the 
other half, tor no other reason than that the 
first gift had been made. The League has 
made Mr. Ward, and all others of bis ilk, just 
what they are, and has given them the means 
of earning a competence by comparatively no 
work at all. Mr. Ward and his friends will 
never bring the League to their terms for the 
simplest reason in the world: Should the 
League grant what the Brotherhood, 
or Mr. Ward, asks, it would practically 
close out its own business and strike the 
national sport a deadly blow. 

It would put the business of base ball in the 
hands of alotof uneducated, illiterate, inex- 
perienced men with no business tact and with 
no foresight, and reduce the admirable har- 
mony to which years of evolution have 
brought it to chaos and confusion. It would 
foster what is called ‘‘crookedness’’ and 
would so inflate the minds of the men who, 
as history shows, can only be ruled with fron, 
to such an extent that they would nearly de- 
feat their own ends and ruin themselves and 
the men who bave made them and built them 
up, irrevocably. Mr. Ward and his brothers 
should remember that great improvements 
and solid progression do not come like the 
avalanche, with arush, but like the glacier, 
slowly, surely. If the Brotherhood wants the 
sympathy of the people, and the sympathy of 
the people is the sine qua non of its success, 
it will not carry out the rash tactics as outlined 
by its avowed leader. 

° „ 

It is well, by the way, that the Brotherhood 
is confined to the League. It its members be 
rash enough to carry their shortsighted plans 
into execution, the Inevitable result will be a 
crash, and beneath the ruins one of the great- 
est organizations of modern times will be 
buried. Then the old process will be gone 
through again. The Communists will have 
their own way for a while, but they will sorely 
Teelthe lack of a controlling hand and will 
Bich for the chains which, while they bound, 
insured stability and self-protection. The
